Narratives
Disaster Damage:

According to Governor Perrys Texas Rebounds Report November 2008, the 2008 hurricane season will go down in history as having been
particularly unkind to Texas. The State was impacted by Hurricanes Ike and Dolly and a significant tropical storm within a 52 day time frame.
Hurricane lke, the most damaging, was enormous, 900 miles wide, and the size of West Virginia. As it rolled across the Gulf of Mexico, lke
grew from a Category 2 storm to a powerful Category 4 that unleashed a 20-foot storm surge that engulfed Galveston and other coastal areas,
proving to be the third-most destructive storm to hit the United States. Hurricane Dolly, although less damaging only in absolute terms, had
already struck the south Texas coastline as a Category 2 hurricane. It was the most destructive storm to hit the Rio Grande valley in over four
decades. ELIGIBLE COUNTIES: Hurricane Dolly (FEMA-1780-DR) and Hurricane Ike (FEMA-1791-DR) Anderson, Angelina, Aransas, Austin,
Bowie, Brazoria, Brazos, Brooks, Burleson, Calhoun, Cameron, Cass, Chambers, Cherokee, Fort Bend, Galveston, Gregg, Grimes, Hardin,
Harris, Harrison, Hidalgo, Houston, Jasper, Jefferson, Jim Hogg, Jim Wells, Kenedy, Kleberg, Leon, Liberty, Madison, Marion, Matagorda,
Milam, Montgomery, Morris, Nacogdoches, Newton, Nueces, Orange, Panola, Polk, Refugio, Robertson, Rusk, Sabine, San Augustine, San

Recovery Needs:

On November 28, 2008, HUD made an initial one-third allocation to Texas for $1,314,990,193 in disaster recovery supplemental funds from
the Community Development Block Grants (CDBG) Program for public infrastructure, economic development, and housing needs as a result
of natural disasters that occurred in 2008 in the State of Texas, namely Hurricanes Dolly and lke. These funds will be allocated among 11
regions in the affected areas of the state based upon FEMA damage assessments as of December 1, 2008 under the following activities:
Housing $622,752,828 47.36%

Non-Housing Infrastructure $587,328,615 44.66%

Economic Development $2,600,000 0.20%

Planning $36,559.240 2.78%

State Administration $65,749,510 5.00%

Housing Activities will be managed by the Texas Department of Housing and Community Affairs (TDHCA), while Non-Housing Infrastructure,
Economic Development and Planning Activities will be managed by the Office of Rural Community Affairs (ORCA). Project identification and
funding amounts for eligible activities will be determined by local leaders through regionally developed Methods of Distribution. Grants will be
awarded for two year periods beginning in mid 2009.

Demonstration of Projected Unmet Needs

The State of Texas, following the extraordinarily difficult 2008 hurricane season, prepared the Texas Rebounds report to estimate the financial
impact of Hurricanes Dolly and Ike. This report broke the financial needs to achieve complete recovery into several categories. The report
indicates a total of $29.4 billion is needed to meet the needs presented by Hurricanes Dolly and Ike. To date, the State of Texas has been
allocated only $3.1 billion in CDBG disaster recovery funds and in combination with FEMA funds, SBA efforts, and other assistance, still does
not fulfill the financial needs to achieve long-term sustainable and resilient recovery. The findings of this are summarized in Table 3 of the
State of Texas Plan for Disaster Recovery &ndash Amendment No. 1.

Eligibility of infrastructure activities was determined using various methodologies that utilized appraisal district information, the US Geological
Survey (USGS) National Land cover Database 2001, and grant application project descriptions and engineering estimates. Pro-rata
determinations for DREF eligibility were then based on residential benefit as determined via base data on residential properties (which
includes parcels, acres, and/or structures) and proportionate benefit of risk-reducing expansion above and beyond baseline reconstruction.

During the reporting period (April 1 &ndash June 30), the Texas Department of Housing and Community Affairs
(TDHCA) underwent a re-organization of its Disaster Recovery Division. Effective July 1, 2011, the division is now
part of the Texas General Land Office (TGLO) where both Housing and Non-Housing grants will be administered.
The Housing Disaster Recovery staff will continue to provide Texas Communities affected by Hurricane lke with
expanded technical assistance to allow them to move forward aggressively with their Ike/Dolly programs and to
ensure that their programs are fully compliant with federal guidelines and other requirements.

Programs:

Program staff made technical assistance visits and encouraged Sub-recipients to continue the &ldquoramp-
up&rdquo pace. Staff worked closely with the Draws and Set-ups staff to ensure that sub-recipients continued



working toward their benchmarks. Technical assistance was provided to Sub-recipients on Section 3 requirements,
including gathering data from Sub-recipient and submitting to TDHCA Housing Resource Center for the annual
report.

Round 2.2 needs assessment technical assistance was provided to the four major COGs (DETCOG, LRGVDC,
SETRPC, HGAC), which aided with the Round 2.2 Methods of Distribution (MODSs).

The Texas General Land Office (TXGLO) held a session with Sub-recipients, grantees, and grant administrators to
discuss the HAST (Fair Housing Activity Statement &ndash Texas) form, and outline next steps to access Round 2.2
fundig.

Budget and Policy:

The draws and set-ups team provided intensive technical assistance, support and analysis of program processes to
sub-recipients to insure successful completion of the 12 month benchmark. Staff approved 708 set-ups during the
reporting period.

Expenditures for Multi-family projects during the reporting period totaled $16,351,937.13, and expenditures for
Single Family projects totaled $11,907,622.84. Administrative expenditures for the Sub-recipients totaled
$925,208.98, and for TDHCA totaled $1,988,163.67. Planning expenditures for TDHCA totaled $65,239.26. Total
expenditures for 2nd Quarter 2011 were $31,238,171.88.

Communication:

In an effort to be as transparent and efficient as possible, the division regularly produces reports for internal use, for
HUD, the Governor&rsquos Office, members of the Texas Legislature, and the TDHCA Governing Board. To create
the reports we use the information reported by Sub-recipients. During the 2nd Quarter of 2011 the Pipeline report,
which reports single family activities by sub-recipient, reported the following:

» 279 Applications were received by Sub-recipients
» 981 applications were determined Ineligible or withdrawn by the Sub-recipients
» 512 applications were determined eligible by Sub-recipients
» 705 Work Write Ups (bid package selections) were prepared by the Sub-recipients
1,177 environmental clearances were approved by TDHCA

» 444 applications were approved by TDHCA, Under Construction, and Complete
Construction:
Construction staff has inspected over 200 homes and 5 multi-family developments. The construction team hasided
technical assistance to builders and sub-recipients with regard to complying with windstorm construction
requirements. Environmental staff worked with Jefferson County on an environmental assessment, which resulted in
a positive situation for both the State and the Sub-recipient. The environmental staff looked for efficiencies in the
environmental review process and was able to reduce the review time to 1 week, therefore increasing the number of
environmental reviews processed.
Compliance and Quality Control:
Monitoring reviews of Galveston County and Harris County were conducted to follow up on concerns reported by
HUD during their quarterly monitoring visits from January 2011 and April 2011. The scope of the Galveston County
review focused on inspections conducted, documentation of those inspections, and payments made for the
inspection process as well as overall record keeping of files to meet the requirements of 24 CFR 570.490(b). The
scope of the Harris County review included testing the duplication of benefits policy was being appropriately
implemented and that documentation of DOB as well as national objectives was evident in the sampled files.
An allegation of fraud was made anonymously against a specific homeowner receiving assistance under the Harris
County contract. A review was conducted to determine if there was merit to the allegation. Based on the review
conducted, there was no evidence to support the specific allegations made and the review was concluded with no
findings. An internal quality assurance and risk assessment review was completed to ensure that housing set up
files received from the Sub-recipients and reviewed by State staff were complete and contained all required
documentation as well as determining that adequate controls exist within this process.
Technical assistance regarding monitoring and oversight was provided to Galveston County to assist them in
fortifying their oversight to reduce potential risks in providing disaster recovery housing assistance.

NON-HOUSING (INFRASTRUCTURE):

Effective July 1, 2011, the Texas General Land Office (The Land Office) was designated as the lead agency for the
State of Texas Hurricanes Dolly and Ike Disaster Recovery Program. HNTB continues to be the program
management company for the Disaster Recovery Program.

Awards & Contracts Round 1 (As of 07-26-11)

Infrastructure Awards - TDRA has awarded $591,232,326 (100%) to 230 communities. 2,176 sites are currently
anticipated in Round 1 funding. All eligible applications have been awarded.

Environmental - There have been 275 executed work orders (1,683 sites), 15 self - performing work orders (464
sites), 612 submitted Environmental Review Records (ERRS) (2,025 sites) and 586 certified ERRs (1,970



sites). Environmental review for 91% of sites is complete.

Engineering - To date there have been 243 executed work orders (1,533 sites), 36 self-performing work orders (575
sites), 584 submitted bid packages (1,955 sites) and 533 accepted bid packages (1,839 sites). Final plans have
been accepted for 85% of sites.

Construction - Construction contracts are anticipated for 2,151 individual construction sites (this total number does
not include the 25 sites that only involve Engineering services, .g. projects involving planning studies for
communities or equipment acquisitions and purchases, such as fire trucks.) To date, 489 bid packages have cleared
the engineering and environmental processes (1,699 sites). Of the current total, 63% of sites have been awarded to
contractors or are in construction by self - performers. 160 bid packages have completed construction by contractors
or self - performers (454 sites), representing 21% of all sites.

PMC Project Facilitation and Programmatic Support Teams worked together to finalize the contract closeout
process. A DashPort® site was established to house closeout documents and a flow chart was developed to detalil
the closeout procedure. Protocol was established for coordinating reviews of the Project Completion Reports,
supporting documentation, and monitoring visits.

Economic Development

Deep East Texas Council of Government (DETCOG) - DETCOG has approved and drawn down $511,923 for a
business development loan to Innovative Metal Components, Inc. of Lufkin, which manufactures aluminum
components for aerospace, defense, and nuclear applications and continues to look for lending opportunities.

The City of Galveston&rsquos Economic Development Loan Program was approved by the Disaster Recovery
Program on June 15, 2011. Loan applications have been reviewed for eligibility and approximately 60 loans around
$30,000 each are expected to be approved for payment by the Galveston City Council in August.

South East Texas Regional Planning Commission (SETPRC) &ndash The SETRPC has expended all economic
development activity loan funds. A total of 107 businesses have been provided with financial assistance within the
organization&rsquos service area. The remaining funds in the contract represent unexpended administration funds
which will be fully expended as project monitoring and other administrative tasks are accomplished.

Round 2 Applications (As of 07-28-11)

The Land Office began making award recommendations for Round 2 - Phase 1 Pool and Partial Methods of
Distribution (MOD) applicants on July 7, 2011.

Dolly/lke Round 2, Phase 1 Pool Funding &ndash The Disaster Recovery Program received 35 Pool applications
totaling $20,229,098. The total amount available under Phase 1 is $6,558,089, leaving $13,671,009 in unmet need.
All top scoring applications have been forwarded to the fair housing advocates and all but one has been cleared for
award. Eight Pool applications were recommended for award on July 22, 2011 in the amount of $5,234,770.
Dolly/lke Round 2, Phase 1 Partial MOD Funding &ndash The Disaster Recovery Program received 41 COG Partial
MOD applications totaling $189,766,499. This leaves a balance of $81,990,051 of funds that were allocated but not
applied for in the Partial MOD application process. These funds will go back to each COG based on their initial MOD
allocation. Based on this, the COGs will redistribute this funding to communities for eligible, applicable projects.

As of 7/28/2011, of the 50 applications forwarded for review to the fair housing advocates, 45 have been
unconditionally approved. The others remain under review. Three applications are subject to additional requests for
information by the fair housing complainants. Two applications have been disqualified because they did not meet
program minimum eligibility requirements.
